It was an unusual scene 
during a busy day on one of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake's busiest 
streets. 

Emergency crews respond¬ 
ed to reports of a major gas 
line leak during road work at 
the comer of Gate Street and 
Prideaux Street at around 3:45 
p.m. Monday. 

“We got the call and when 
firefighters arrived we heard 
the contractor had hooked the 
gas line with the excavator so 

one-block radius until 
Enbridge could come and sort 
things out,” said Fire Chief 
Ken Eden. “There's always a 
threat when gas is involved.” 

The precautionary evacua¬ 
tion had residents displaced 
for about half an hour until 
crews had turned off the gas 
and fixed the problem. 

Wesley Turner lives on 
Prideaux Street and he said he 
knew something was going on 
when he walked down Queen 
Street and saw all the fire 
trucks and police cars on the 
comer of Gate Street By the 
time he got to the Post Office 
on Queen, he said he could 
smell and hear the roar of gas 
pouring into the air. 

Although he admitted 
being displaced from his 
home on a warm day was a bit 
of an inconvenience, he said 
he'd rather see everyone safe. 

Construction and emer¬ 
gency crews had the problem 
fixed by 4:15 p.m. and the 
street was reopened to the 
public.

Boutique' suites in NOTL? 


> Owner wants to 
rebuild after fire, 
with tourist 
accommodations 
over a commercial 
building. 


When Rob Vaandering 
saw what was left of his 
building on Queen Street 
after last October's devas¬ 
tating fire, he knew it was a 

But the owner of the 
property hopes to turn his 
loss into a bigger gain. 


“This is a one time 
opportunity to build a bet¬ 
ter building which is more 
functional and more 
adaptable to other com¬ 
mercial buildings,” he told 
cuncillors Monday. 

Vaandering is hoping 
council approves of his 
idea of constructing a new 
store with boutique suites 
above it on the second 
floor to accommodate 
tourists right in the down¬ 
town area for an extended 
period of time. 

It's a first for Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, and a concept he 
says will attract tourists to 
stay in the heart of the Old 
Town for weeks on end, not 
to mention help pay for 
high property taxes that are 


associated with businesses 
on Queen Street. 

“Boutique suites fit and 
compliment the industry in 
an upscale way. The 
income they produce is 
very much needed to 
maintain the property as 
well as pay about $2,000 a 
month in taxes.” 

Vaandering owned the 
building that used to house 
the Copper Leaf retail 

The historic structure 
had once been the town's 
fire hall, until the fire last 
fall destroyed it. 

The problem councillors 
are facing with 
Vaandering’s proposal is 
how it will be categorized 
and how it will affect the 


bed and breakfast accom¬ 
modations within the town 
already. 

Rick Jorgensen, presi¬ 
dent of the B&B 
Association, said he does¬ 
n't have a problem with 
boutique suites, but would 
like to see some terminolo¬ 
gy changed and bylaws 
addressed regarding the 
type of tourist housing. 

“We want to make sure 
it's done in a fair and equi¬ 
table playing field for small 
scale tourist accommoda¬ 
tion providers like the rest 
of the bed and breakfasts,” 
he said. 

He said that cottages and 
bed and breakfasts share 
many bylaws, but also have 
considerable differences. 


A boutique suite seems 
to fit more of a cottage style 
which would mean differ¬ 
ent rules when it comes to 
noise, parking and land¬ 
lord availability. 

“The B&B Association 
has asked for a compre¬ 
hensive review of the 
bylaws and the licensing 
bylaws for a specific rea¬ 
son,” said Jorgensen. 
“We're not opposed to it, 
but 1 think there are a lot 
more questions to answer 
at this point.”

From the time Christine 
Rougoor emerged from a 
coma on Christmas Day, 
2008, and began her long 
recovery from a devastating 


motocross accident, her 
goal was to return to Brock 
University in September so 
she could complete her edu¬ 
cation degree. 

Although the odds were 
against her after the exten¬ 
sive, debilitating injuries 
incurred while on holiday in 
Florida, she did return to 
Brock, completed her fourth 
year and has begun her fifth 
and final year. 

When she finishes, she 
will be qualified to teach 
high school French and art. 

But so much has hap¬ 
pened to her in the last 18 
months, her life course has 


changed. 

Going back to Brock, a 
familiar, comfortable envi¬ 
ronment, wasn’t as as easy 
as the very upbeat and ener¬ 
getic young woman antici- 

She was so determined to 
get back to her old life, she 
hadn't realized how much 
more difficult it would be to 
return to school in a wheel¬ 
chair, paralyzed from the 
chest down from a severed 
spinal cord. 

She was also physically 
drained from the rehabilita¬ 
tion that followed, including 
extensive surgeries and a 


complete facial reconstruc¬ 
tion from having every bone 
in her face broken. 

Rougoor, a beautiful, 
strong young woman learn¬ 
ing how to live in a wheel¬ 
chair in a “two-legged 
world,” was surprised by 
how overwhelmed she felt 
just getting through each 
day at Brock. 

'Tve had to learn every¬ 
thing from a new perspec¬ 
tive," she says.

Re: Public funding for non- 
Catholic religious public 
schools 

Dear Minister Dombrowsky, 
As you are aware, the 
District School Board of 
Niagara operates a non- 
Catholic religious school in 
St. Catharines. Eden High 
School is supported and 


ed by the public taxpayer. 

The Eden Advisory Board 
is said to have powers which 
far exceed that given to 
School Councils under 
provincial legislation. 
Students come primarily 
from Mennonite and Dutch 
Reform families in the 
Niagara peninsula and are 
selected, along with the 
staff, for their adherence to 
a set of beliefs and behav¬ 
iours sympathetic to 
Christian religious philoso¬ 
phy. For many years Eden’s 
Advisory Board has played a 


Advisory Board, the mem¬ 
bers of which are appointed 
by the Ontario Conference 
of Mennonite Brethren 
Churches, in spite of the fact 
that the school is fully fund¬ 


taking an applicant review 
process that gives prefer¬ 
ence to children of families 
affiliated with the 
Mennonite and Dutch 
Reform communities in 


Niagara. All students must 
possess a copy of the Bible 
and attend chapel services 
and Bible study. While these 
services are outside of regu¬ 
lar school hours, they are 
really not optional. There 
are consequences for those 
who do not attend and there 
is no mechanism in place 
for opting out. 

The District School Board 
of Niagara has given the for¬ 
mer Lakeport High School 
building to this religious 
institution and has allocated 
it repair and maintenance 
funds. Your Ministry has 
funded upgrades at Eden 
through “Good Places to 
Learn” grants. Further, the 
school board accepted a 
contribution of $735,000 
from the Ontario 
Conference of Mennonite 
Brethren to facilitate reno¬ 
vations to the cafeteria. 



The school is advertised 
by the board as an “alter¬ 
nate program” This is an 
interesting designation, 
since alternate programs are 
normally curriculum based 
and offer differentiated 
instruction in skills and 
knowledge in areas such as 
science and technology, 
extended French or pro¬ 
grams for the arts. Alternate 
programs are open to all 
students who have the skills 
to participate profitably. 
They are not based on 
adherence to a religious 
faith. 

Since your government 
campaigned on refusing 
extension of public funding 
to religious schools in 
Ontario, I am intrigued to 
know how this exception 
exists. As a former educa¬ 
tional consultant and school 
administrator, I would like 


to be in a position to advise 
the Muslim community in 
our area how they too might 
be able to set up a similar 
“alternate program" within a 
publicly funded school. It 
would seem tthat a school 
where ail students must 
possess a copy of the Koran 
and attend daily prayers is 
now completely possible. 
Staff and students could be 
selected in the same way as 
those at Eden, through a 
screening process of adher¬ 
ence to the Muslim faith. 

It has also come to my 
attention that beginning 
next year the students at 
Eden will be provided with 
publicly funded bus trans¬ 
portation from Niagara-on- 
the-Lake to St. Catharines. 
The intention is that the bus 
schedule will allow students 
to arrive in time for religious 
services. Since students at 


any Muslim school located 
in St. Catharines would have 
to come from a large catch¬ 
ment area, could you please 
explain to me how they too 
could apply for this benefit? 

Since fairness and equal 
opportunity are corner¬ 
stones of our social fabric in 
Ontario, I would like to be 
able to assist other religious 
groups to enjoy the same 
rights and privileges as our 
Mennonite and Dutch 
Reform community now 

I look forward to your 
early response in this mat¬ 
ter, since the implications 
reach far beyond our local 
school board and will be of 
profound interest to reli¬ 
gious communities across 
the province, especially in 
Mississauga and the GTA.

“If behaviour is not appro¬ 
priate, the police can use this 
bylaw to control it,” says 
Bedford. 

The bylaw goes to council 
for approval next week. 
Councillors are also expected 
to discuss the role of bylaw 
enforcement at council 
Monday.

First study of its 
kind in Canada 
needs more 


participants. 


Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Hydro is looking for residents 
with electric hot water tanks, 
stand-alone freezers and sec¬ 
ondary refrigerators to partic¬ 
ipate in a new pilot project 
that is the first of its kind in 
Canada. 

This program will allow 
these high-energy appliances 

to be controlled during peak 
times to reduce the impact of 
time-of-use electricity rates, 
which are mandated by the 
province to begin by January. 

The study will analyze the 
effectiveness of reducing the 
use of these appliances dur¬ 
ing peak times. Remote 
devices will be installed that 


needs 


will automatically turn off 
appliances such as freezers 
and secondary fridges that 
might hold beverages only 
during peak times, and scale 
back air conditioners by a 
couple of degrees. It will indi¬ 
cate how much consumers 
can save on electricity costs, 
and help the environment, 
with a goal of educating and 
preparing residents for the 
transition to time-of-use 

There are different compo¬ 
nents to the study, which 
involves about 200 cus¬ 
tomers. Hydro hopes to have 
50 homes participating with 
the installation of the devices 
that are remotely controlled, 
but is still short of that num¬ 
ber, explains president Jim 
Huntingdon. 

The study combines new 
technology with the smart

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InfoHealth session to discuss 


Up to 20 per cent of 
patients seeking medical 
help suffer from troubling 
symptoms that don’t have an 
obvious physical cause. 

Those real, persistent and 
sometimes disabling symp¬ 
toms may be caused by 
stress, says Dr. Bill Brown, 
organizer of the monthly 
InfoHealth series at the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Public 

“It may be the most impor¬ 
tant discussion we’ve had in 
three years of InfoHealth,” 
says Dr. Brown. 

“It’s probably one of the 
most common problems.” 

Wednesday's session will 
deal with patients who visit 


doctors with a range of 
symptoms such as fatigue, 
slight forgetfulness, occa¬ 
sional numbness, bloating— 
symptoms everyone has 
from time to time but usually 
disappear, and don’t drive 
most people to the doctor. 

Of those who do seek med- 
ical treatment, some may 
have symptoms that mirror a 
family illness, may have a 
personality that exaggerates 
symptoms, or may be overly 
focused on symptoms—cir- 

them to become chronic 
worriers. They are not fabri¬ 
cating their symptoms, 
stresses Dr. Brown, although 
they are not “safety issues." 


Doctors will make a rea¬ 
sonable, responsible search 
for some underlying disease, 
but in many cases, what is 
really called for is “a consid¬ 
eration of what is going on 
psychologically. Doctors 
need to have a conversation 
with their patients. Even 
when they have the medical 
facts, and negative test 
results, they are not always 
having that conversation.” 

Instead, they often send 
the patient for more tests, 
which feeds anxiety. 

“The patient will think 
there must be something 
wrong or their doctor would¬ 
n’t keep testing,” he says. 

“The medical profession 


stress-related symptoms 


has to be sensitive to the fact 
that in the long run they 
might be doing more harm 
than good.” 

A patient, for example, 
might be complaining of per¬ 
sistent bowel problems—the 
symptoms are not imaginary, 
but also not pathological. 

"The patient is not creating 
this problem, but it’s not a 
disease. It’s stress.” 

Sending the patient for 
extensive testing won’t help, 

“We need to recognize that 
stress-related symptoms are 
extremely common. We 
need to help patients 
through whatever is going on 
in their lives, to help them 


Dr. Brown, a neurologist, 
says in his field at least 40 to 
50 percent, and maybe more, 
of the patients he sees are 
suffering from unexplained 



Without a diagnosis, 
patients will find their care 
frustrating and unsatisfacto¬ 
ry, and feel ignored by physi¬ 
cians. They need someone to 
listen, someone to identify 
that the problem is stress- 
related and someone to help 
manage it 

He suggests doctors can 
devise a “contract” with their 
patients—after a reasonable 
amount of testing has shown 


no illness, with empathy, 
understanding and patience, 
suggest they see the patient 
again in a year’s time, or 
sooner, should new symp¬ 
toms develop. 

He also says, however, that 
doctors need to be open to 
the fact that “we might be 
wrong and the patient right.” 

Learn more about stress- 
related symptoms at the next 
session of InfoHealth at the 
NOTL Library Wednesday, 
June 9, at 2 p.m. and again at 
7 p.m. 

The session following next 
week’s will be in September, 
and will feature pharmacist 
Sean Simpson talking about 
generic drugs.

Cancer is not a single 


It’s a process that begins with a small 


series of cell mutations -there are more than 200 types of cancer. In 
Ontario, the most common types are prostate, lung and colorectal 
cancers for men, and breast, lung and colorectal cancers for women. 
Forty-four per cent of men and thirty-nine per cent of women have a 
probability of developing cancer in their lifetime. 

As a result of advances in screening and treatment, the survival rate for 
most common cancers has improved in the last two decades. Overall 
cancer mortality rates are expected to decline in the next ten years by 
11% for men and 6% for women. Thus, by 2017, there will be a 40% 
increase in the number of people living with cancer. 

As Dr. David Reimer of the Niagara-on-the Lake Hospital states, “The 
need for cancer treatment has ballooned over the last twenty years. 
Having the infrastructure to develop a comprehensive cancer program 
will be very important to Niagara-on-the-Lake patients and their 
families.” 

The timeliness of treatments can have a significant impact on cancer 
patients’ treatment outcomes, prognosis and quality of life. While 
some waiting is reasonable and even necessary to plan treatment 
appropriately, waiting for treatment can be emotionally difficult and 
stressful for patients and their caregivers. 

Dr. Karen Berti of the Niagara-on-the-Lake Hospital says, “We currently 
have chemotherapy, but don’t offer radiation treatment here in Niagara. 
It adds tremendously to the burden for cancer patients to have to travel 
one-and-a-half hours one way for radiation. Some patient must go to 
Buffalo in the US for radiation because they cannot get in to Hamilton.” 


Dr. Berti says, “The new Walker Family Cancer Centre will provide 
the first-ever comprehensive cancer treatment centre to the people of 
Niagara, right here at home. 

When our new healthcare complex opens in 2013, it will be one of the 
most up-to-date hospitals and cancer care facilities in Ontario, and we 
will finally have the infrastructure to care for and treat the unique health 
needs of Niagara cancer patients - closer to home. 



“This new Centre of Excellence for cancer care will also help to attract 
more specialists in cancer pathology, technicians and other health-care 
professionals to our Region,” states Dr. Berti. 


“Although a small number of very-specialized cancers will still have to be 
treated outside Niagara, having a cancer centre close by -in our Region, 
will mean that the majority of patients and their families will not have to 
travel to Hamilton or Toronto for cancer care,” says Dr. Reimer. 

Dr. Reimer adds, “Our new state-of-the-art facility will allow us to develop 
the program and bring in more support and resources to assist the current 
oncologists who do an amazing job under less than ideal conditions with 
respect to space and equipment.”
